WillemKtad, Jan. 24.— In splto of thp 
protects niinU' by the French consul

The consul 
made inquiries on the subject which 
established the fact that General Ma- 
tbn waa not at Martinique, or at Trini- 
dad when the St. Caurent touched at 
these islands. 

All the passengers of the St. Laurent 
and notably tha secretary of .the Span- 
ish legation at Caracas, assert that 
the behavior of M rcstat was al- 
ways most correct and that hi- did not 
Heen General Matos 

The French government has been 
notified by the French consul at Car- 
acas that President Castro has abso 
lutely refu.std to allow M. Secrestat, 
jr., to land. 

It is claimed this Incident makes it 
encumbent on the French goTemment 
to take steps necessary to cause 
French citizens to be respected and it 
is believed the French cruisers Tage 
and Sucbte, now at Fort de France, 
irlll receive orders to go to La Ouira.

France, arrived at 
1* Ouira Jan, 14 with the intention of 
going to Caracas to protest there 
against the seizure of the estates of 
Oeneral Matos by the Venesuelan 
ffrremment, the general's property 
having been legally leased to M.. Se- 
crestat, ST, The French government 
Jan. 16 cabled to Caracas, instructing 
the French consul there to Insist that 
M. Seoresut, Jr., be allowed to land.

Two nUtlnot Miockn Were Felt at 
»^t. Loiila HDd Other Places. 

St. Louis, Jan. 24.— Two distinct 
shocks of earthquake were felt In St. 
Louis and in many of the towns la 
the immediate vicinity of the city. Th* 
first shook was light. The second was 
more sev^Mc-. It awakened p-prsons 
l.ho had slept through the first shock 
and got them out of bed. The shocks 
were acompanied by a ninililing 
sound and lasted about one mlnut". 

Reixiris nuived show that the 
shocks were generally felt throughout 
the city and suburbs. The two shocks 
occaslontd the rattliug of crockery 
and swinging of pictures. In Cham- 
berlain park the shocivs were not se- 
vere. In many houses families gath 
ered io undress in one room Immedi- 
ately after the first shock. But none 
was sufflclentiv alarmed to taU ' to 
the street. Fred Ruble, the night op- 
erator at the weather bureau on the 
f( (U ral building, noted the shocks. 

The earthquake was feR very dis 
tinctly at Altmi, Ills. In the west eca 
of the city, on the bluffs, the vibra- 
tions were most severe. In the east 
end of Alton, where the population is 
more dense, nearly every one rushed 
into the streets. Nearly everybody in 
!<llfvil!c. Ill-,, frit the earthquake. 
Belleville is niiich honeycombed by 
coal minos and there was probably 
more fright there than elsewhere.

Columbus. O., Jan, 24. — Senator 
Chamberlain's bill fixing the death

Bills introduced in the senate: In 
creasing from 100 to 2fi(t yards from h 
private residence the distance which 
land can be appropriat(d for cemetery 
purposes; increasing from 15 to 21 
yean the age of deaf pupils who may 
attend day schools. 

In the house what Is known as "the 
Clark local option bill" wa^ ItitnuhKcd 
by .Mr, Beal of Harrison county. The 
measure made its appcariuue this tune 
in a modified form, but the more sali- 
ent local option features raihoiM in 
the temperance measure of tw* years 
ago are retained. The most material 
change in the bill as it is now before 
the house Is that 4i» I'er cent of the 
voters in c*.je ward or tow nship are re- 
quired to sign the petition tor an elec- 
tion. This, it is reasoned, precludes 
the possibility of compelling a local 
option eltvtion in decidedly liberal 
wards, where the c han- f-s of eliminat- 
ing saloons are decidedly remote. The 
bill as it was presented two years ago 
required a petition signed by only one- 
fourth of the voters. Another n*w fea- 
ture of the bill Is that it carries with 
it means for contesting the result of 
any lo<al option election. 

Represenutlve Gear of Wyandot 
county introduced two Important 
measures.
